One of the m ost encourag ing thing s about the 
w orld’s present difficulty is the fact th a t all of 
its m ajor problem s are in the hig hest deg ree ir­ 
ration al. They need only to be stated to have 
th e ir in h eren t absurdity m ade obvious; and the 
.m ore they are stated and ex am ined, th e m ore 
likely it becomes th a t m ankind will recog nize 
th e ir absurdity and do away w ith them . 
T here never was a tim e w hen n a tura l forces 
operated to m ake nations neig hborly as strong ly 
as they do now. W orld-wide com m unication is 
an accom plished fact. D istances have sh run k to 
m ere fractions of th eir old leng th. The increas­ 
ing com plications of world finance and trade 
have m ade all countries inter-dependent. A new 
net-w ork of treaties has been set up to preserve 
th e peace. Events have compelled the dullest 
m en to realize th a t w ar costs m ore th a n it can 
possibly be w orth. 
Yet in the face of all of these facts, one of 
our very g reatest problem s is the problem of 
keeping th e peace. The world is drifting towrard 
w ar in spite of the cast th a t it has m ore reasons 
for stay ing at peace th a n it ever had before. 
It is th e sam e in the economic field. We have 
developed the a rt of production to the point 
w here poverty need no long er ex ist. 
We can 
m ake m ore of every thing th a n wre can possibly 
need. The m asses of m ankind can enjoy more 
lux uries th a n the w ealthy could have a few g en­ 
erations ag o. 
Yet, poverty is increasing and we suffer from a 
shortag e of nearly every thing ; and as Edw ard A. 
Filene, th e Boston m erchant, has pointed out, 
poverty has increased m ost rapidly in those n a ­ 
tions wThose ability to produce w ealth has been 
m ost aug m ented. 
Sim ilarly , world trade today , oug ht to thrive 
as never before. The facilities for it were never 
so g reat; the need of the various nations for the 
th in g s produced by th e ir neig hbors was never so 
g reat; th e financial arrang em ents whereby the 
flow of g oods is m ade easy were never ¿o weli de­ 
veloped. But world trade dwindles, y ear by y ear, 
and m ost nations have been busy cutting it down 
still furth er by m eans of tariffs’ im port restric­ 
tions, quota laws and the like.

problems, w hen 
ex am ined 
carefully , 
simply don’t m ake sense. Is it too m uch to ex - 


pect th a t we shall presently find a way to sta rt 
moving w ith the tide instead of ag ain st it?
